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1.  PROMPTNESS ; Due  to  the  fact  that  bor- 
rowed materials  have  not  been  returned 
on  time,  there  have  been  some  con^laints 
from  the  various  divisions.  Unless  we 
follow  the  rules  set  down  by  these 
divisions  which  lend  materials,  we  may 
not  bo  able  to  borrow  in  tho  future.  Re- 
member someone  else  wants  to  use  these 
materials  too.  Stereoptican  slides  may 
bo  kept  tvfo  weeks,  and  two  sets  may  be 
had  at  one  time.  Package  libraries  may 
be  kept  two  weeks  or  may  bo  renewed  at 
tvTO  week  intervals.  Please  follow  those 
regulations  and  the  accomodations  which 
wo  enjoy  will  not  bo  taken  away. 

2.  SHOP  MANUALS  FOR  AUTO  MECHANICS; 

I have  available  six  Buick  Shop  Manuals 
for  the  camps  that  want  them  for  their 
auto  mechanics  class.  These  manuals 
cover  the  mechanics  of  the  entire  auto- 
mobile, and  should  bo  very  useful  in 
such  a class.  If  you  are  interested, 
v/rite  this  office.
